State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Groton  in  the  County 
of  Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Groton  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next 
at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing-  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
budget  herewith  attached. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  3%  dis- 
count for  payment  of  taxes  within  15  days. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  dispose  of  or  administer  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
plowing  driveways. 

7.  If  No.  6  is  not  accepted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  that  all  driveway  plowing  money  be  paid  by  Novem- 
ber 1,  of  each  year  and  that  any  request  for  plowing  after 


November  1,  will  be  charged  the  initial  cost  of  opening- 
plus  the  yearly  fee. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  all  second- 
ary roads  that  do  not  have  any  year  round  residents  from 
November  1st  to  April  25th. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ipay  all  salaried 
Town  officers  quarterly. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  Hebron  and  Groton  Athletic  Association. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  road  leading-  from  Westerly  side  of  Old  North  Gro- 
ton Highway  (Cheever  to  Fletcher  Parris)  to  buildings 
known  as  Fletcher  place,  also  road  leading  from  build- 
ings toward  new  North  Groton  Road,  as  far  as  the  Dug- 
way  line,  at  the  top  of  the  hill. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  capi- 
ital  reserve  fund  for  the  replacement  of  the  town  truck 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  to  establish  this 
fund. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meetinsf.
